INTER-AFRICAN AFFAIRS 


MEETING OF ZAIRIAN-—ZAMBIAN REPRESENTATIVES 
Lubumbashi MJUMBE in Swahili 24 Sep 82 p 5 
[Article: Steps in the Mwebu Border Agreement] 


[Text] In our paper recently, the important meeting at the Sodimiza organiza- 
tion's headquarters in Msoshi was reported. The meeting brought together dele- 
gates from the Republic of Zambia and Zaire. 


The Zambia delegation was headed by A. K,. Shapi, a member of the central commit- 
tee of the UNIP party and administrator of Cooperbelt Province and Zaire's 
delegation was led by the provincial chairman and administrator of Shaba Pro- 
vince, Mandungu Bula Nyati. The meeting took place on 6 [or 16] September 1982. 


At the meeting delegates from both sides were able to discuss the peace and 
respect that should prevail between the two countries, 


As is known, the meeting was held at the request of administrator Shapi. Dur- 
ing the discussions they also discussed the current situation in Mwabu, a bor- 
der town between Pweto in Zaire and Luapula Province in Zambia. 


The Zambian delegate claimed that Mwabu was in turmoil, which Zaire denied in 
the explanation of the events that the administrator of Shaba Province provided 
to news reporters. 


The chairman of Shaba Province went on to assure them that nothing awful had 
happened in Mwabu according to a thorough report from the Pweto area leadership. 


As is known, at issue was the disappearance of our flag during the night of 
11-12 August this year. 


Thus the administrator of Shaba Province was pleased that the Zambian delega- 
tion planned a closer investigation of the situation. 


On that occasion, the administrator of Luapula Province, along with his counter- 
part from Shaba Province, should attend an assembly headed by the traditional 
chiefs. Shapi, in turn, seeing that the Musoshi meeting terminated an agree- 
ment, promised to send President Kaunda his report immediately. 


The administrator of Shaba Province, Mandungu Bula Nyati, praised the work of 
the meeting in Musoshi and he considered it extremely useful in assuring in- 
creasingly better border relations between Zaire and Zambia.

HUAMBO PROVINCIAL ASSEMBLY REVIEWS PRESENT CONDITIONS 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 24 Nov 82 p 2 


[Excerpts] Huambo--The Provincial People's Assembly of 
Huambo has been in session in this city since Monday morning 
in its sixth ordinary session to analyze and deal with the 
most pressing problems of the province's political, economic 
and social life. 


At the first work session, the representatives approved the minutes of the 
fifth ordinary and extraordinary session, elected two representatives to that 
organization and made a few changes in the makeup of the provincial commission. 


With regard to the report giving the provincial commission rendering of 
accounts, presented by the party's and provincial government's highest leader, 
attention was directed objectively to the province's political, military, 
economic and social life, despite the enemy's desperate and vain attempts 

to impede the process of National Reconstruction through acts of banditry. 


The same report also says that such enemy actions, which are occurring in the 
form of massacres of defenseless people, plundering their property and 
sabotaging the roads, news media and economic organizations in an effort 

to interfere with the province's harmonious development in various areas, 
have the multiform support of racist South Africa. 


The province's economic situation, which was given special mention in the 
report with particular reference to "irregular technical-materiel support and 
inadequate technical-organizational capability, in some instances aggravated 
by the weak support of central organizations," was given as the cause of the 
failure to carry out the government's plans. 


As for the marketing campaign, "at the level of provincial organizations there 
were no major problems in keeping pace or carrying out allied tasks," the 
report emphasizes but goes on to say that "this did not happen in the case 

of the central organizations with regard to the sending of industrial goods 
and staples." 

















Provincial Meeting of Municipal DORGAN Coordinators Concluded 


The third provincial meeting of the coordinators of the party's departments for 
the organization of municipal committees, being held in Huambo since last 
Saturday, finished its work Sunday; the meeting had been chaired by Marcolino 
Moco; deputy coordinator of the provincial party committee. 


Among other activities, the meeting analyzed the function of tlie muricipal 
DORGAN's [Organizational Departments] and called attention to their resistance 
in the form of weak support of the tasks undertaken by the political 
activists; in this connection, they were urged to give greater attention 

to their daily activities. 


After analyzing the function of the rank and file organizations and active 
groups and the meritorious cultural behavior of the party members, the 
meeting's leaders recommended that the party's municipal committees display 
greater enthusiasm in carrying out the activities and decisions outlined and 
handed down from above. 


Concerning party growth, the panel recommended strict adherence to the 
provisions of the circular which deals with the passage of aspirants to the 
category of militants and further recommended the updating of the rules and 
regulations relating to this process.

WESTERN PRESS ATTACKED ON SAVIMBI REPORTAGE

[Editorial: "The Errors of Reactionary Choreography" ] 


[Text] In a clear demonstration of the connivance which exists between the 
capitalist press monopolies and South Africa, the Western news media frequently 
disseminate news on puppet gangs which, armed and trained by the apartheid 
regime, have the mission of destabilizing the countries of southern Africa 
which, in carrying out the UN and OAU decisions, are supporting the Namibian 
people and their vanguard, SWAPO. 


A few days ago, UPI published pictures of a “base” where members of one of the 
branches of the South African Army are encamped; it is known as UNITA and 
operates principally in areas of our country which are occupied by the racists. 


However, the choreographers of this pantomime failed in certain respects to 
set the stage for the American correspondent. 


The leader of the gang, known by the title of "general", has been flaunting 
three large stars on his cap and an equal number on each shoulder. He was 
wearing a campaign uniform used by the racists’ army and, instead of the 
riding crop so customary among the higher officers of fascist armies, was 
brandishing a conventional wooden cane. As in the super productions of U.S. 
movies, the role of "a cast of thousands" was portrayed by about two dozen 
women and children uttering two couplets, another flagrant error of 
reactionary choreography. In the two cloth banners one could read nothing 
more than "Long Live General Savimbi" and "Long Live UNITA," naturally, in 
English, the language spoken in South Africa, the United States of America 
and other Western countries. 


Two mistakes were made by the choreographers which again confirm the role 
imperialism and its agent in this part of the continent, South Africa, are 
playing in delaying the process of Namibia's independence and trying to 
destabilize the front-line countries, particularly the People's Republic of 
Angola and the People's Republic of Mozambique, with the infiltration into 
their territories of groups of renegades whom they are arming and training 
for the purpose of spreading crime and destroying the people's property. 




















In statements made by the UPI correspondent, the "general gang leader", in his 
role as puppet of the Pretoria regime, spoke on behaif of his bosses in the 
presence of the Cubans in Ango.a. 


The pantomime was not arranged fortuitously if we reflect that, within a few 
days, Tripoli will host another OAU summit meeting and that U.S. Vice President 
George Bush will make a pilgrimage to certain African countries to seek support. 
for U.S. policy relating to Namibia, a policy which the United States is 
holding onto with its doctrine of [word illegible]. 


The subject is exhausted, gentlemen of Pretoria! Or will it still be necessary 
to recall tnat Angola is a sovereign and independent country? That the Cuban 
internationalist presence in Angola concerns only Angola and Cuba? That the 
Angolan people will continue to make extreme sacrifices until the last racist 
soldier leaves Namibia and, like all progressive people, will contribute its 
utmost to see that the shameful apartheid regime is banished forever?! 


In seeing itself being defeated, and in an agonizing death rattle, the racist 
regime is coming up with the most ridiculous stage settings. However 
efficient, no choreography exists which can conceal the truth or delay the 
progress of history!

COUNTRY'S DIFFICULTIES SEEN HAVING POLITICAL CONNOTATIONS

[Editorial: "Preserve the Country and Delve Deeper Into the Revolution”) 


[Text] Today, 11 November, the People's Republic of Angola is marking its 
seventh birthday at a time when it is being ambushed by serious dangers and 
threats from both outside and inside the country. 


The undeclared imperialist war being caused by South Africa-~both directly and 
through the intermediary of small groups of antipatriotic and traitorous 
Angolans that it trains, arms, finances, and transports into our country-- 
constitutes the chief factor for the destabilization of our country, since it 
prevents the channelinc of all of the nation's human, material, and moral re- 
sources into the task of social and economic construction and the building of 
the new and more just society. 


But international imperialism, headed by the United States of America, also 
takes advantage of or uses other elements that also help to undermine the po- 
litical, social, and material foundations of the People's Republic of Angola. 
Those elements include certain practices inside our country, such as disorgani- 
zation and a lack of discipline, bureaucratization, authoritarianism, the trend 
toward bourgeois habits, racial prejudices, tribalism, regionalism, political 
and ideological confusionism, and disrespect for revolutionary legality. Those 
harmful practices lead to growing incompatibility between the Angolan people's 
socialist option and the principles laid down by the MPLA-Labor Party on the 
one hand and individual and collective acts on the other.

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FINAL DATA FOR 1982 COFFEE HARVEST STILL INCOMPLETE

[Text] The meeting to review the 1982 coffee harvest was held yesterday in 
Luanda. Participating in the meeting, which will end today, are members of 
the Restructuring Commission and managers of the territorial enterprises oper- 
ated by ENCAFE (National Coffee Company). 


At the opening session of the meeting, which is also concerned with analyZing 
matters related to supplies for the workers, the mobilized work force, and the 
social and wage situation, the deputy minister of agriculture for coffee said 
that only the harvest by the state sector would be reviewed "because it has not 
yet been possible this year to acquire all the coffee in the hands of the peas- 
ants, individual producers, and cooperatives." 


Although the leader said that "the 1982 coffee harvest, which has just ended, 
is considerable," circles close to the Ministry of Agriculture indicate that 
this year's established goal of 35,000 tons is not likely to be achieved. That 
total includes 25,000 tons from the state sector and 5,000 tons from the coop- 
eratives, with the rest to come from the peasants and individual producers. 


It should be emphasized that last year's production was below 36,000 tons (the 
1980 figure). 





Caetano Joao explained that the reason why only the state sector's production 

can be reviewed at this time is that there is no definite period for the pur- 

chase by the state of coffee produced by the cooperatives, peasants, and indi- 
vidual producers. 


He said that coffee purchases from the cooperatives, peasants, and private pro- 
ducers would have to be carried out independently of the marketing period for 
more Or less perishable agricultural products. In that connection, the deputy 
minister of agriculture for coffee recalled that in the old days, purchases 
were made from September to December each year, with the product being trans- 
ported to the coast by January or February. 


The question of coffee prices was also covered by Caetano Joao. He emphasized 
in this connection that the price-setting policy has made it possible to further 
encourage the coffeegrowing sector, since it has stimulated the peasants and 














individual producers to redouble their efforts. But the deputy minister for 
coffee deplored the fact that there is currently no price schedule for the 
"coco" or "mabuba" coffee acquired from the purchaser by the Ministry of Home 
Trade. 


In his address, Caetano Joao also emphasized that Angolan coffee continues to 
enjoy great esteem on the international market, chiefly because of its good 
quality. The official also said that Angola played a quite active role in the 
recent renegotiation of the 1976 agreement and that it was again elected to 
the executive board after an absence of 2 years.

NEED, RATIONALE FOR OIL SECTOR CONTRACTS PROVIDED

ning director of SONANGOL, by Angola National Radio; date and place not spe- 
cified]) 


[Text] We all know a little about petroleum. At the very 
least, we know that petroleum exports provide Angola with 
the bulk of the foreign exchange it needs for coping with 
the big purchases we must make on the international market 
to supply the home market with essential items and acquire 
capital goods for our economic development. But most people 
actually hear very little about petroleum, a situation that 
is normal and made worse by deficient economic news and very 
superficial journalism in which specialization is practically 
nonexistent. This is partly a reflection of complete indif- 
ference on the part of experts who could put forth a little 
more effort to enrich our news service and, consequently, 
enlighten readers, listeners, and television viewers. 


In this vacuum, however, a reporter sometimes succeeds in 
getting a "scoop." He manages to talk to someone who is 
willing to discuss a subject in depth. In this specific 
instance, the subject is petroleum--our petroleum. The 
result is an interview--the opportunity to introduce the 
public to matters previously in the exclusive domain of 
the "gods." 


Specifically, the interview in question here concerns the 
petroleum contracts. What is a petroleum contract? How 
is it negotiated? What characterizes the contracts that 
Our country has been concluding with the foreign companies 
that operate in Angola? 


Our interviewee is Dr Lago de Carvalho, an economist who is 
planning director of SONANGOL [National Angolan Fuel Com- 
pany]. He is also chairman of the Negotiating Committee, 

a body that was established to renegotiate the existing 
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contracts and negotiate agreements covering new petroleum 
exploration areas. The interview, whose content we are pre- 
senting in this article, was granted to the program "Azimuth" 
on Angola National Radio. 


Because of its importance and interest, we have selected 
irom it ideas that seem to us to be most enlightening as 

a way Of giving our readers a clear view of the problematics 
of petroleum contracts. 


Some Recent History Concerning Petroleum Activity 


Lago de Carvalho began by stressing the need to look for new petroleum reser- 
voirs, saying that there was no exploration activity in Angola between 1974 
and 1979. The operating companies limited their work only to the production 
of existing and known petroleum. 


That situation was altered with the appearance of SONANGOL and the Ministry of 
Petroleum, whose establishment opened the way to recognition of the need to 
change the above-mentioned trend, in which any investment in exploration had 
been practically ignored. The important thing had been to produce petroleum. 


Two measures for the purpose were then adopted. The first called for negotiat- 
ing with the companies that were already producing petroleum in Angola (in the 
Cabinda and Soyo areas and the Congo Basin) for the resumption of exploration, 
the discussions in this case being limited to exploration programs. The sec- 
ond measure involved preparing new areas in Angola to be assigned to new com- 
panies interested in working in this country--areas where we could look for 
additional petroleum reserves that were as yet unknown. 


This brought up the particular need to interest foreign companies in coming to 
work in Angola, basically because of objective necessities arising from our 
Situation of technological underdevelopment. 


Petroleum technology is complex, and our country does not, in fact, possess the 
technical capacity for engaging independently either in explortation or in the 
work of putting the deposits that might be discovered into production. Parallel 
with that, there was the problem of the financial investments, which are quite 
burdensome when we consider the cost of an exploration program. The cost is 
such that a country in our situation cannot manage it alone. 


To get an idea of the financial burden represented by exploration, we can point 
out that drilling a well can cost anywhere from $6 million to $20 million. The 
difference is due basically to the depth involved, the problems that may appear 
during the work on the well, and the drilling equipment used. In Angola, we 
are drilling between 40 and 50 wildcat wells per year. That level of activity 
represents a financial effort amounting to approximately $500 million, and our 
country is not in a position to risk that much money all by itself. We use the 
word "risk" because petroleum may or may not be found. 


Following that introduction, Lago de Carvalho said that the process of contact- 
ing the companies began in 1977 and lasted until 1979. During those 2 years,

Angola approached interested companies to determine, first of all, their atti- 
tude toward our country, and, second, the kinds of typical contract terms that 
were being negotiated in other areas by those companies. Also contacted were 
the national companies of a few producing countries, particularly those belong- 
ing to OPEC, to learn what terms those countries were offering. 


Angolan Production-Sharing Contract 


Discussing specifically the type of contract that our country has been nego- 
tiating in this new phase, Lago de Carvalho said that we currently have a con- 
tract that is known among the various companies as the Angolan model of the 
production-sharing contract. 


Before delving into the specific features of the Angolan model, SONANGOL's 
planning director discussed in general terms the features of the production- 
sharing contract. In such a contract, the first requirement is that the en- 
tire exploration effort be paid for by the foreign company. The second is 

that if oil is discovered, it is the property of the national company and not 

of the company that discovered it. The third requirement is that all the equip- 
ment installed or imported to carry on vhe activities of the operating compa- 
nies is the property of the national company, although it is assigned to the 
operating companies during the life of the contract. 


The agreement is called a production-sharing contract because of the operating 
company's right to a share of the oil discovered. Angola chose this type of 
contract because, among other reasons, it concluded that the resulting benefits 
would strengthen the national company in its management of petroleum activity 
and that since this type of contract does not require that the country invest 

a lot of money in petroleum activity, it also allows the formulation of a na- 
tional model that is very flexible and very well adapted to the varying situa- 
tions and varying conditions in which the investments are made. By laying 
down the terms of our contract along the lines discussed by Lago de Carvalho, 
we have had specific objectives in view. 


In the first place, our contract necessarily had to succeed in attracting com- 
panies to work in our country, and our terms had to be competitive with those 
offered by other countries. The other objective was to remunerate the foreign 
party sufficiently to encourage the placing in production of any small fields 
that might be discovered and also to control that same remuneration to prevent 
it from becoming excessive if the companies made good discoveries. Our contract 
was also aimed at ensuring that the price increases occurring on the interna- 
tional petroleum market--brought about chiefly by the efforts of the producing 
countries and particularly OPEC--would belong entirely to our country. The 
contract includes specific clauses to ensure that those objectives are achieved. 
Specifically, the operating company is allowed to prospect for 3 years, a 
period that can be extended for 2 more years at the request of the company it- 
self, provided that it has fulfilled its program during the first 3 years. 


Every contract runs for 20 years, counting from the date of the commercial dis- 
covery of petroleum. A particularly important feature of the contract concerns 
the exploration program, which requires the drilling of a minimum of between 
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4 and 10 wells during the first 3 years. Also defined are the programs for 
the remaining years included in the extensions of the contract. 


In Dr Lago de Carvalho's opinion, that feature of the contracts is one of the 
most important as far as our economic interests are concerned, because the 
greater the program that the company intends to carry out, the greater will 
be our possibility of learning about our new petroleum areas. 


The contract is an extensive document, but today it is relatively easy to 
negotiate, since all the clauses are fixed with the exception of two that are 
subject to proposals by the companies concerned. 


The first of the negotiable clauses concerns the minimum compulsory program, 
representing the investments that the company is prepared to make in Angola. 
The second concerns the way in which the petroleum will be shared. 


With those two elements of information, it is possible to classify the propos- 
als received and to get an idea of which company is offering a better work 
program and a better share of the oil from the standpoint of our interests. 


Angolan Contract: Pros and Cons 


According to Lago de Carvalho, the Angolan model of the production-sharing con- 
tract has its defenders and its critics. He said: "We believe that it is 
really natural that it should be that way. The contract is an extremely im- 
portant and complex document. Some of its terms are advantageous to the for- 
eign companies, and others are advantageous to Angola. It is the balance be- 
tween those advantages which makes the contract stable. A contract that is 

not stable never lasts long, because if one of the parties concerned feels 

that its interests are being harmed, it is going to demand a revision of the 
document." 


He continued: "We feel that the only way to clarify this situation is to debate 
it publicly by bringing together the contract's defenders and those who are 

not much in favor of it. In this respect, I cannot say that there is dissen- 
sion. There are indeed serious discussions concerning the results of the con- 
tract. The contract represents an entirely new situation, so it is logical 
that it should create a few problems, but since we negotiated the contract and 
Support it, we feel that it is really a very balanced contract that will have 
advantages for us." 


Concerning the indicators by which we judge whether we obtained a good contract 
Or not, Lago de Carvalho said: "Above all else, a contract is influenced by the 
moment at which it is concluded. It is necessarily influenced by the way in 
which each individual or party sees the future. So each party has an idea of 
the area and production that it may have and of the investments that it can 
make. Bringing the two parties face to face makes it possible, in principle, 
to reach agreement. In order to get a real idea of our contract conditions, 
what we have done is compare our conditions with those offered by other pro- 
ducer countries. There are countries that use our contract. For example, 
Indonesia uses only production-sharing contracts. Algeria has a few similar 
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contracts, and so does Egypt. There are a number of countries whose contracts 
have different terms, and this allows us to make comparisons. In principle, 

we have so far been using small mathematical mojels that we put into a computer 
to see what would happen if we used the Angolar, Egyptian, or Indonesian con- 
tract, and then we compare. 


"We feel that overall, our contract is more effective than the contracts that 
have been negotiated in Egypt or Indonesia. Ours has a special feature--a 
basic difference in terms of the other contracts mentioned. It is that the 
share of the petroleum going to the foreign company is gradually reduced as 
time goes on and as a function of accumulated production. The Egyptian and 
Indonesian contracts provide for an unchanging share, and this gives us an 
advantage." 


Production-Sharing Contract Not the Only Kind in Angola 


The production-sharing contract that we have been analyzing thus far is by no 
means the only type of contract in effect as far as petroleum operations are 
concerned, either internationally or in our country. In our case, the 
production-sharing contract represents the negotiation process being used for 
new areas. In the old areas that were already in production (as is the case 

in Cabinda, Soyo, and Kwanza), the petroleum law requires that SONANGOL have 

a 5l-percent interest, and this means that our national company must assume 
responsibility for 5l percent of the investments and pay that same percentage 
of the costs, being entitled to 51 percent of the production. For those areas, 
there is another type of contract which is usually known as the OPEC type for 
historical reasons, although it has undergone sundry changes with the passage 
of time. Lago de Carvalho concluded by saying: "The important idea that I 
would like to leave with you is that .or each situation, it is necessary to 
decide on a type of contract--to decide on a set of premises advantageous to 
the country and on the objectives that one intends to achieve through that con- 
tract. The result is that there are necessarily different contracts, depending 
on the areas in question. If they are old areas already in production, there 
are definite objectives in mind. If they are new and completely virgin areas, 
they must be treated in a different manner."

NEW QUINFUQUENA OIL TERMINAL INAUGURATED 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese ll Nov 82 pp l, 3

[Excerpts] The petroleum industry in the People's Republic of Angola has been 
richer from t:he material standpoint since yesterday, and this will contribute 
greatly to the increased production of that product, which is in great di:mand 
internationally. 


Acting on behalf of comrade Jose Eduardo dos Santos, chairman of the MPLA-Labor 
Party and president of the People's Republic of Angola, Andre Pitra (Petroff), 
Central Committee secretary for the production sector, yesterday inaugurated 
the new Quinfuquena petroleum loading system and the new Kwanda base, both in 
the municipality of Soyo. The Kwanda base consists of 10 completely finished 
housing units that will provide support for petroleum activity. 


The Quinfuquena loading terminal's storage capacity consists of two 70,000- 
cubic-meter tanks. The terminal also includes a pumping station, an electric 
power plant, a fire station, and a crude oil metering station. 


The new petroleum loading system also includes a "Ready Made Dolphin" tower 
connected to the onshore facilities by a 20-inch sealine that is 14.4 kilome- 
ters long and submerged to a depth of 21 meters, permitting the mooring of 
tanker ships of up to 150,000 tons and the loading of as much as 100,000 tons 
of crude oil. 


Investing in the construction of the terminal were the Fina, SONANGOL [National 
Angolan Fuel Company], and Texaco petroleum companies. The first phase cost 
$13 million, and the second cost $20 million, with financing of 85 percent 
(equivalent to $12 million), with the result that the total cost of the 
Quinfuquena terminal came to $45 million. 


It should be emphasized that the startup of the Quinfuquena terminal will re- 
duce expenses due to tanker waiting time. Those expenses are currently esti- 
mated at $4 million per year. 


This new situation will put an end to the old PETRANGOL [Angola Petroleum Com- 


pany] system, which had no advantages and resulted in petroleum losses estimated 
at $450,000 per day. 
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Kwanda's First Phase: About $60 Million 


The Kwanda base, whose first phase was also inaugurated yesterday, comprises 
10 housing units of Types A and B (bachelors and married personnel), a restau- 
rant that can serve 250 persons, a wharf with 180 meters available for ships 
of up to 5,000 tons, and two storage areas, one covered and the other open. 


The idea for building this base came from an Italian firm. It surfaced after 
the signing of the first production-sharing agreement in block 2, the purpose 
being to establish onshore facilities in support of offshore petroleum explora- 
tion and production. 


Attending the inauguration ceremonies were SONANGOL's director general, the 
provincial commissioner of Zaire Province, the ministers of planning, fisher- 
ies, energy, petroleum, and construction and housing, the deputy minister of 
finance, the governor of the National Bank of Angola, the Angolan ambassador 
to Sweden, members of the diplomatic corps, managers and contractors from the 
foreign companies operating in Angola, directors of several ministries, and 
other invited guests.

HOPES FOR IMPROVEMENT IN DEPRESSED CEMENT INDUSTRY 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 21 Nov 82 p 1 


[Text] CIMANGOLA [Angolan Cement Company], the larger of the two existing 
cement factories in Angola, is now engaged in a process of recovering and 
expanding its production with the aim of producing 1.5 million tons of cement 
by the end of the present 5-year economic plan. 


The October issue of the magazine NOVEMBRO says that beginning next year, 

a new era will be inaugurated at CIMANGOLA, a joint Angolan-Danish industrial 
enterprise, with the restoration of some of the machines and completion of 
the job of installing a fourth furnace. 


CIMANGOLA's record production was reported in 1975, with 685,988 tons of 
clinker (a semifinished product) and 582,329 tons of cement. 


The NOVEMBRO article points out that, after national independence and as a 
result of the massive exodus of foreign technicians and the gradual physical 
deterioration of the factory equipment, production levels were reported which 
were below the true capacity of the firm. Thus, the forecast of production 
for this year is set at only about 1,000 tons of cement and clinker. 


While this production does not satisfy the minimum requirements of our 
domestic consumption, it serves still less for export. Despite the increased 
deterioration of its equipment, in the past 3 years CIMANGOLA managed to 
export 109,519 tons of cement. 


Preserving a tradition of more than two and a half decades and despite its 
low production levels, CIMANGOLA has continued to produce cement known for 
its good quality. 


"Using 90 percent Danish equipment, the factory produces an excellent 
artificial Portland cement through the wet process and at a quality level 
which is universally preferred," the magazine NOVEMBRO writes.

CABINDA GAS REINJECTION PROJECT DETAILED 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 18 Nov 82 p 3 


[Excerpts] Cabinda--"The start of the gas injection 

project in Cabinda on 8 November is an event of extreme 
economic and stratigic importance inasmuch as its investment 
of more than $200 million is a cornerstone in the foundations 
on which the economy of the People's Republic of Angola is 
being developed." Thus writes the ANGOLAN PRESS AGENCY 
correspondent in that province. 


And he goes on to say: "The completion of this project, which is being 
carried out in the middle of the 5-year program and was first conceived in 
1980 by SONANGOL [National Fuel Company] and Cabinda Gulf, is extremely 
important in that its aim is to double the production of oil in Cabinda, 
gradually attaining a level of 200,000 barrels of crude per day." 


The Cabinda concession now produces about 60 percent of the country's total 
crude oil. And, although it is an old production area, a new sizable 
discovery, the Takula deposit, is being developed, and the productive 
potential of the concession has increased considerably due to other research 
operations, which have been highly successful. 


The initiative of creating this oil-recovery process, the first of this type 
(offshore) in Africa, has a rather substantial economic significance. In 
the case of very old oil deposits, such as those of the Cabinda concession, 
it is inevitable that there will be a natural decline in production; and, 

as a matter of fact, in some fields the production capacity has declined to 
less than 100,000 barrels per day. 


The Cabinda project, whose purpose is essentially to increase the total 
extraction of crude oil from two deep deposits by maintaining pressure through 
gas injection and furnish gas for present and future operations through 
methods of artificial ascension, is also intended to serve the purpose of 
recovering the liquids extracted from natural gas (NGL) for export. 


This project consists basically of three recently constructed platforms with 
compression and processing equipment. It has a pipeline 27 km long which will 
transport the gas from the Livuite and Kambala fields, located in the northern 
area of the concession. 
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Gas required either for the operations of artificial ascension or as a fuel 
which was being burned is now heing injected into the two deposits of 
Malongo North and Malongo West. The injected gas will partially replace the 
crude oil extracted from these deposits; this will create its pressure and 
thus increase the final recovery of crude oil.

SOAP SUPPLY TO IMPROVE IN MID-DECEMBER 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 23 Nov 82 ppl, 2 


[Text] The supply of soap to Luanda will be normalized at about the 
beginning of December, thus ending the shortage of that product, according 
to information given to the ANGOLAN PRESS AGENCY by a reliable source. 


Luanda, which needs 288.8 tons of soap per month (and 299 tons of detergent) 
to take care of its needs in that essential commodity, will receive an 
imported quantity sufficient for a regular supply until February 1983. 


All the soap which the capital consumes is imported, whereas the rest of the 
country is supplied with a product of local manufacture through the National 
Food Products Distributing Company (EDINBA), which has guaranteed a minimum 
supply of suds in the province's homes. 


With regard to the capital, the Supermarket Firm of Luanda is responsible 
for its total supply of food and hygienic products. 


The ANGOLAN PRESS AGENCY also learned that the interruption in the supply of 
soap to Luanda is due to delays in the opening of lines of credit for import. 
The shipments which two ships will be unloading soon at the Luanda port 
concern the second and third quarters of this year. 


It should be pointed out that the two soap production units located in Luanda 
(INDUVE and CONGERAL) produce essentially to supply the provinces in the 
northern part of the country (the capital excluded) and that, despite 
manufacturing problems at those firms, a minimum supply was achieved. As 

for the southern part of the country, the press agency advised that there 

is a factory in Huambo and another in Catumbela which have supplied the 
neighboring provinces. 


Meanwhile, as in the case of soap, essential food products are about to arrive 
in Luanda as part of the import schedules of the second and third quarters 
and, for this reason, there are well-founded hopes that there will be overall 
improvement in the supply of goods to the people throughout the country 
within the next month.

[Text] SERTO ADER, organ of the Central Committee of COPWE, highlighting 
International Day of Solidarity with the Palestinian people carried a feature 
article under the headline: "Palestinians and their Struggle for Freedom" 
expressing the full support of progressive and democratic forces including 
Revolutionary Ethiopia to the Palestinians in the struggle against imperial- 
ism and Zionism. 


Enumerating the reasons that led to the expropriation of the Palestinians the 
paper said since the establishment of a Jewish state in Palestine, the Pales- 
tinians have been subjected to the most cruel form of crime by the Zionist 
regime as a result of which over three million Palestinians are forced to 
leave their homeland and live in exile. The paper states that the wanton war 
of Israeli aggression against Lebanon has led to the consequent withdrawal of 
the Palestinian patriots and the closure of the PLO office in Lebanon. 


Commenting on the crime committed by the right wing Phalangists and Israel at 
the Palestinian refugee camps, the paper pointed out the bloodbath at Sabra 
and Shatilla is similar to the crime committed during the Second World War by 
the German Nazis against the Jews.

Outlining the huge human and material damage caused 
during Israel's invasion of the Palestinian fighters from Lebanon was accom- 
panied by "Peace-keeping forces" drawn from amongst the U.S., French, Italian 
armed forces thus bringing the area under the domination of world imperialism. 


Exposing Washington's vested interest in the Middle East, the paper pointed 
out that the U.S. is actively engaged in controlling strategic areas of the 
region for the deployment of its "quick intervention forces" as a means for 
stepping up exploitation there. The paper hailed the struggle of the Pale- 
stinians for self-determination and added that together with international 
support the Palestinians, under the leadership of PLO, their sole represen- 
tative will no doubt attain final victory. 
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ADDIS ZEMEN, the Amharic daily, and AL ALEM, the Arabic weekly, editorially 
criticized the justified allegations made by the European Parliament that 
Revolutionary Ethiopia is "not properly using" the financial assistance ren- 
dered to it by the European Economic Community (EEC). 


Qualifying the allegations as baseless and biased, ZEMEN wrote that the motive 
behind it is to mislead the international public on the situation prevailing 
in the Horn of Africa. While exposing the hostile attitude of the European 
Parliament against Revolutionary Ethiopia, and Somalia's dream of "Greater 
Somalia,” the paper made clear the policy of peace pursued by Revolutionary 
Ethiopia with regard to promoting good neighbourliness and mutual co-operation 
based on the principle of peaceful co-existence. 


A feature article appearing in AL-ALEM, written by Muhammed Beshir outined 
the political and economic crisis prevailing in Somalia and the growing re- 
sistance posed to the Siad Barge regime. The writer exposed Barre's build-up 
of arms which, he noted, is designed for aggression against Ethiopia and to 
destabilise other progressive governments in the area. Enumerating the 
victories scored by the Somalia Salvation Democratic Front, he noted that the 
Front has already liberated six provinces from amongst 15 provinces in 
Somalia. 


The writer rejecteed Mogadisho's malicious claim that Revolutionary Ethiopia 

is invading it and said Socialist Ethiopia does not interfere in the internal 
affairs of Somalia, although it is determined to defend its unity and terri- 

torial integrity. 


BERISSA, The Oromigna weekly, in an article by Aregash Abdiss under the 
headline "Towards Consolidating the Gains of the Revolution” highlighted the 
condition of women in pre-revolution Ethiopia and the role being played by 
them today in the struggle to realise the lofty objectives of socialism. 
Outlining some of the weaknesses the writer laid emphasis on the need to 
raise the political consciousness of women for mobilizing efforts for the 
goals of national contruction.

SUGAR FROM CUBA--CUBA is to supply Ghana part of her sugar needs under an a- 
greement to be concluded by the end of the month. A high-powered Cuban del- 
egation is expected in the country to finalize the agreement according to 
Ghana's Charge d'Affaires in Havana, Mr G. Chris-Ky Kpodo. He said the Cu- 
ban delegation would also explore areas of closer trade links with Ghana. 

Mr Kpodo, who returned home after five and-a-half months' duty tour in Cuba, 
recalled that a delegation led by Mr Chris Atim, member of the PNDC visited 
Cuba early this year during which agreements on economic, trade and cultural 
co-operation were signed between the two countries.

DETAILS OF CULTURAL AGREEMENT WITH USSR 
Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 27 Nov 82 p 2 


[Text] On 19 November in Moscow Guinea-Bissau and the USSR signed a protocol 
of cultural and scientific cooperation for 1982-1983. 


This agreement, signed by Yuriy Kirichenko, head of the USSR Department of 
Foreign Affairs, and Augusto Pereira da Graca, Guinea-Bissau ambassador in 
Moscow, is aimed at strengthening the cultural relations which have existed 
since 1975 in the areas of science and culture and calls for sending 70 
Guinea-Bissau youths to the USSR for study at an intermediate and higher 
specialized level. The agreement also calls for the reciprocal visits of 
delegations of teachers and other specialists associated with education, the 
broadening of contacts between the Lenin Library (the largest in the USSR) 
and the National Library of Guinea-Bissau and closer contacts in the areas of 
cinematography and radio-broadcasting in which connection Guinea-Bissau is 
expected to participate in the 13th International Film Festival to be held 
in Moscow in the summer of 1983; finally, the agreement also calls for 
broader contacts at the sports level. 


In the final part of the ceremony, Yuriy Kirichenko, speaking on behalf of 

the Soviet Government, expressed the assurance that the fulfillment of this 
program will help strengthen the friendship existing betwcen the two countries 
and peoples. 


Speaking on behalf of the Guinea-Bissau Government, Augusto da Graca thanked 
the Soviet Government and people for the help given our country since the 
beginning of the armed conflict, thus contributing to an increasingly close 
relationship between our peoples and governments.

to the country’s alleged 
constitutional crisis. 

Speaking at a press con- 
ference in Maseru on 
Tuesday, Mr. Mofeli said 
a two-way spate of kil- 
lings of persons attribut- 
able to the “Lesotho Li- 
beration Army” {LLA) 
and “Koeoko” had been 
going on for more than 
three years. 


“This two-way wave of 
terror rages unchecked 
because there is in the 
country a_ constitutional 
crisis that dates back to 
the year 1970,” he claim- 
ed. 


Mr. Mofeli called for the 
formation of a national 
government in which His 
Majesty the King and all 
political parties will be 
represented. 

In an unexpected poli- 
tical somersault, Mr. Mo- 
feli attacked the 1980 
Amnesty Act which was 
passed with his support 
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by Parliament while he 
was a Cabinet Minister. 

“Political exiles should 
come home unconditional- 
ly,” he said. 

Mr. Mofeli was some- 
what pessimistic about 
the role of the Christian 
Council of Lesotho as a 
mediator between BCP 
and BNP. He said local 
churches which were 
members oi the council 
had unfortunately taken 
sides in Lesotho’s political 
arena. 


The Roman Catholic 
Church supports the Ba- 
sotho National Party while 
the Lesotho Evangelical 
and the Anglican Chur- 
ches support the Basuto- 
land Congress Party, Mr. 
Mofeli alleged. 


In the event of general 
elections taking place, Mr. 
Mofeli dismissed as com- 
pletely unacceptable the 
idea of United Nations 
supervision. “It would be 
an insult to our soverei- 
gnty”, he said. 


In a switf reaction to 
Mr. Mofeli’s allegations, 
the Minister of State and 
Assistant  Secretary- 
General of the ruling Ba- 
sotho National Party, Mr. 
Lekhooana Jonathan, re- 
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jected the idea of an all- 
party conference “as all 
political parties are repre- 
sented in the National 
Assembly of Lesotho.” 


Mr. Jonathan said Leso- 
tho knew nothing about 
alleged “exiles”. “We only 
know of criminal fugitives 
who are harboured in the 
Republic of South Africa”. 


On the “spate of kil- 
lings” in the country, Mr. 
Jonathan stated that as 
far back as 1960 when Mr. 
Mofeli was ‘Mokhehle’s 
Lieutenant’ many lives 
were lost through clashes 
engineered by the B.C.P. 
Had Mr. Mofeli spoken 
out at that time we might 
not be experiencing the 
current violence in the 
country, Mr. Jonathan 
said. 

Mr. Jonathan rejected 
as ridiculous the assertion 
that there was a consti- 
tutional crisis that dates 
as far back as 1970. He 
said all he. knew was that 
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Mofeli and Mokhehle re- 
jected the Lesotho consti- 
tution of 1966. 


Mr. Jonathan noted that 
the B.N.P. had tried 
fruitlessly on many oc- 
casions to call for genuine 
negotiations and _ recon- 
ciliation with other party 
leaders including the BCP 
of which Mr. Mofeli was 
co-partner.

OIL PRODUCTION FIGURES FOR NOVEMBER--Lagos, 8 Dec (AFP)--Oil production in 
Nigeria throughout the month of November averaged 1,365,000 barrels per day, 
according to oil production circles in Lagos, who stressed on Wednesday that 
the expected revival in production has not begun. Production in October 
stood at 1,482,000 barrels per day, whereas the quota fixed by OPEC for 
Nigeria is 1,300,000 barrels per day. The oil production circles say that 
their production forecast for December is 1,420,000 barrels a day. The 
figure for November brings the average Nigerian production during the first 
11 months of 1982 to about the level of the OPEC quota. The oil production 
circles are relatively pessimistic about the situation. Certain companies 
think that the December figure will be only 1,300,000 barrels a day and 

that January's will be lower. In the same circles there is also talks about 
the possibility of selling Nigerian light crudes. It is, however, pointed 
out that the medium qualities sell a bit better. ''The light crudes do not 
sell at all, while the medium crudes sell badly," a representative for the 
producers told AFP.

SHORTCOMINGS OF REFORM OF TERRITORIAL, LOCAL ADMINISTRATION

[Text] "To avoid the crisis of confidence." Such is the imperative 
underlined yesterday by the President of the Republic who mentioned "the 
bad habits" of the Territorial and Local Administration Reform. 


Progressively, established in all the regions of the country in 1972, 
this reform is undoubtedly the most significant enterprise undertaken by 
the Socialist regime of Senegal. 


First by its very nature: breaking with a Napolenoic centralization 
inherited from colonialism which deprives local entities of real autonomy 
guaranteeing voluntary participation in the national effort, and breaking 
with excessive concentration of powers at the top, naturally, more 
inclined to lead the State to decide everything and not give the necessary 
attention to the desires of the citizens. 


Then by its objectives" to create the bases of a creative voluntarisn, 
making the local populations directly and fully responsible for their 
destiny, in all areas affected by their daily concerns. By the same 
token, to arouse a new state of mind which would bring about the death 
of the Providence-State, a myth which has imposed itself like a powerful 
brake on the joint effort. 


This noble enterprise has had considerable results, since it has already 
transformed life in the rural world. But its future is placed in doubt 
by a certain number of freezes, handicaps and insufficiencies. These 
deficiencies come from three areas: 1. The financial management suffers 
from structural difficulties. On the one hand, the rural communities 
have at their disposal only very limited resources. These resources come 
exclusively from the rural tax, the recovery of which is all the more 
difficult since those taxable remain vaguely indentified and no coercion 
is foreseen. On the other hand, if the populations concerned determine 
their needs themselves by the device of rural councils, the budget- 
making process escapes them, to the benefit of the representative of the 
central administration, in this case the sui~prefect, theoretically a 
simple transitory budgetary official, in reality the real master of the 
game. 
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The CER's (Centers of Rural Expansion), king-pins of the reform, barely 
have the means to play their role of assistance to the rural councils and 
to control carrying out investments. It is the same with the Equipment 
services, practically paralyzed, while they should be helping the rural 
communities to estimate the costs and to assess the quality of the projects. 


The powers of the sub-prefects are even more abusively reinforced and 
against the objectives of a reform that foresees, theoretically, at tern, 
to put an end to their interventions. 


The consequence is this risk of crisis ui confidence pointed out by the 
President of the Republic. In fact, administrative accounts are not 
always presented (in order not to say that they are only rarely presented) 
to the rural councils, and then there is no supervision. Embezzlements 
and clear tendency to over-appraise projects are the result. It is 
significant in this regard that the position of sub-prefect enjoys such 
appeal that many of those who hold this position fear nothing as much as 
being promoted to... perfect. 


2. Land management attests to the notable difficulties in applying the 
law on the national domain. In the grass-roots communities, the rural 
councils are in charge of rezoning lands nationalized by the State for 
development. 


Now, this work is handicapped by religious, sociological and political 
considerations, which tend to revive a certain type of lamanat. Local 
conflicts of interest are sometimes settled violently. Officials have 
parcels of land allocated to themselves, on which they make peasants 
work, transforming them into farm laborers. A clear latifundia shift has 
begun to take place thanks to regulatory gaps: no limitation of 

affected lands is fixed. 


3. Training manpower takes considerable time. It is, however, of major 
importance. The reform has a real chance at success only if the populations 
concerned are capable of assuming the administrative, management and 
supervisory tasks themselves which the reform implies. This capability 

is predicated on the elimination of illiteracy. 


The government has chosen to put the machinery in motion and to buckle 
down progressively to training. Now, the widespread phenomenon of adult 
illiteracy in the rural milieu requires a long-term effort, and it is not 
certain that everything possible has already been done in this regurd. 


Moreover, practical training is limited, indeed deliberately turned away: 
the sub-prefects must first organize seminars on the different activities 
of the rural communities. But they are not compelled to keep any urgent 
schedule which would require them to present a balance sheet regularly. 
Equally common is the practice of dragging out eternally the only aspects 
of training which do not endanger their own prerogatives (thus seminars 
on the civil state). 
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The town council and the extent of the problems posed by the application of 
the reform are on the scale of its ambitions. These latter best translate 
the government's ideological choices and philosophy of development. The 
warnings of the President of the Republic and his involvement in opposing 
all those who "change the law and the rules to the detriment of the working 
population of the rural world" thereby having only more weight. 


Only a firm and resolute political will is going to make it possible to 
conquer this cumbersomeness and to go on to a higher level. Attempts to 
regroup rural communities are already taking shape. These attempts make 
it possible to hope that, following their example, the regions will also 
become autonomous entities. Thus the State, as well as the Nation, can 
only gain.

SIR — refer to your 
comment in The SO- 
WETAN of December 
6, 1982 in which you 
have made a totally 
unjustified «attack on 
the Department of 
Education and Train- 
ing for “phasing out 
certain standards”, 
notably Standards 6 
and 8. 

At no stage was any 
indication given that 
Standard 8 would be 
phased out. What is at 
stake is the phasing out 
of the Standard 8 ex- 
amination as an exte r- 

examination, as 
was the case with the 
Standard 5 examina- 
tion in 1980. 

In the past the Stan- 
dard 5 and Standard 8 
examinations were ex- 
ternal examinations 
after which certificates 
were issued to pupils 
who wished to leave 
school at that stage. 

Fortunately, we 
have progressed to a 
stage where the Stap- 
dard 8 certificate is no 
longer an entrance 
qualification, for 
example, to teacher 
training. 

This, coupled with 
the fact that fewer pu- 


pils leave school after 
Standard 8, has 
prompted an investiga- 
tion into the feasibility, 
of phasing out the very’ 
expensive external 
examination and re- 
placing it by a purely 
internal exam. It 
should also be noted 
that other education 
departments no longer 
have external exami- 
nations other than the 
Standard 10 examina- 
tion. 
With regard to Stan- 
dard 6, which was 
phased out of the pri- 
mary phase in 1976, I 
wish to point out that 
this was done at the ex- 
plicit insistance of the 
black community and 
also in order to intro- 
duce the 12-year struc- 
ture as it applies to all 
other education de- 
partments. 

Are you now se- 
riously advocating a 


return to the 13-year 
structure? 


From the above it is 
clear that your entire 
argument is based on a 
total misconception of 
what is actually being 
done. It is most regret- 
table that you based 
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your editorial on poor 
reporting and mislead- 
ing headings instead of 
verifying the facts, 
with the department. 


Your statement that 
“black and white stu- 
dents receive differing 
educations in school, 
while they are often 
taught the same 
material at university,” 
is malicious and shows 
a total disregard for 
the true facts known to 
you. 


It has been stated ad 
nausium (and pub- 
lished in your news- 
paper) that all children 
follow the same core 
syllabuses, that the syl- 
labuses of this depart-

TRADE WITH NATIONS--MORE THAN 9.4 million tons of goods were shipped by rail 
between South Africa and its black-ruled neighbours last year in spite of 
their deep political differences, according to a report here by Mr J Loubser, 
General Manager of the South African Transport Services (Sats). He spelled 
out the extent of South Africa's transport links for the institute of stra- 
tegic studies at the university of Pretoria. Goods sent by rail to and from

THE Cashewnut Authority of 
Tanzania (CATA) has been 
given 50 million/- in bank 
overdraft to facilitate crop 
purchases during the current 
buying season which began 
early last month. 

The CATA _ Executive 
Chairman, Ndugu Saidi 
Bungara said in a telephone 
interview from Mtwara 
yesterday that the authority 
had run out of funds because 
of delays in processing the 
release of 196 million/- over- 
draft needed this season. 

Ndugu Bungara explained 
that 72 million/- had so far 
been paid out to villages for 
cashewnut buying. Returns to 
the head office showed that 
6,000 tonnes had been bought 
up to last week, he said, ad- 
ding that the dispatched 
funds would buy a total of 
14,000 tonnes. 

CATA expects to buy 57,000 
tonnes of cashewnuts this 
season but the chairman said 
early rains had affected the 
flowering of cashew trees and 
that the yield would be 
slightly short of target. 


He explained that the 72 
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million/- was obtained from 
bank overdraft carried for- 
ward last year and some 40 
million/- mobilised from 
CATA reserves. The funds 
were exhausted early this 
week but application for a fur- 
ther 196 mililion/- from the 
National Bank of Commerce 
(NBC) had not been ap- 
proved, the chairman said. 

Ndugu Bungara said NBC 
was awaiting a guarantee by 
the Ministry of Finance before 
releasing the funds. 

“The guarantee has been 
delayed but we received a 
message today (yesterday) 
that we can draw 50 million/- 
to sustain the buying season’, 
he explained. 

The executive chairman 
said shortage of funds was the 
major problem facing 
cashewnut buying. “The other 
problem is, packing bags..... 
our demand is 300 bales mon- 
thly but the current supply is 
200 bales”, he said. 

He explained that 5,000 
tonnes out of the ge 
cashewnut output would be 
exported raw while the 
remaining 52,000 tonnes 
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would be processed in five fac- 
tories. 

He said Lindi, Newala two 
Likombe and Kibaha plants 
would process 10,000 tonnes 
each while Tanita one in Dar 
es Salaam will handle 12,000 
tonnes for processing. 

CATA had to close down 
all its 10 processing plants 
last September because of the 
downward trend of the 
cashewnut crop. The 
authority bought 44,000 ton- 
nes last season compared to 
the plants’ collective capacity 
of 103,000 tonnes. a 

Cashewnut production 
declined from 145,000 tonnes 
in 1973/74 to an all time low 
of 41,000 tonnes in 1979/80. 
The decline has been at- 
tributed to hostile weather 
conditions, ageing cashew 
trees and the fungus disease 
— oidium anacardil. 

According to a CATA 
report, Tanzania could be ear- 
ning 550 million/- in foreign 
exchange annually from 
cashewnut exports but that 
because of the sharp decline 
in production the country lost 
3000 million /- yearly. 








KAGERA SUGAR PLANT ABLE TO OPERATE AT FULL CAPACITY

PERFORMANCE tests 
carried out on the newly-built 
Kagera sugar factory in 
Kagera Region have shown 
that the plant is technically fit 
to operate at its full installed 
capacity, it was announced in 
Dar es Salaam yesterday. 
The plant’s 56,000-ton 
production capacity will 
however not be attained until 
an “irrigation project, covering 
6,500 hectares, and costing 
about 500 million shillings is 
executed, the Sugar Develop- 
ment Corporation (SUDECO) 
General Manager. Ndugu 


Ruben Naburi said. 

The performance tests 
followed initial production 
which started on July 16 this 
year. The first sugar fram the 
plant was produced on July 
21, four days later. 

The 120-hour non-stop 
machine operation, referred 
to as the test performance, 
took place between November 
8 and 12. 

“The tests were satisfactory 
because the plant, which was 
expected to crush 11,300 ton- 
nes of sugar tane, exceeded 
the target and crushed 12,084 
tonnes of sugar cane,’ Ndugu 
Naburi said, adding that 
during the 120 hours, some 
1,037 tons of sugar were 
produced. 


He explained that the 120- 
hour non stop operation of the 


machines was necessary as: 


the last checking point before 
the plant was certified fit for 
production. This was also 
stipulated in the contract, bet - 
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ween SUDECO and the con- 
tractor, Messrs Walchand- 
nagar Industries of India. 


Since the July 16 trial 
production, the plant 
produced some 5,162 tons of 
sugar up to November 17. Un- 
til trial production ends next 
month, the plant will have 
produced 6,631 tons. 


The plant is expected to 
produce 19,000 tons of sugar 
in the next season, Ndugu 
Naburi said, adding that 
production is expected to in- 
crease annually reaching 
26,000 tons r season — 
usually stretching from June 
to December — in 1985. 


Sugar produced at the plant 
so far is distributed to 
Kagera, Mwanza, Mara and 
neighbouring regions, which 
has tremendously eased 
problems of transporting 
sugar from Kilombero and 


Mtibwa plants. 


According to Ndugu 
Naburi, the sugar produced by 
the Kagera plant is not 
enough to meet the demands 
of those regions, ‘each of 
which was now allocated a 
specific quota. 

The plant is scheduled for 
official commissioning on 
December 13 this year. Con- 
struction work started in Oc- 
tober 1978, but was disrupted 
by Idi Amin’s war of 
aggression during which part 
of the plant was destroyed.

CHAD DELEGATE TO MPR CONGRESS INTERVIEWED

[Excerpt] The delegates of the friendly countries who have come to attend 
the MPR Ordinary Congress are being received by President Mobutu Sese Seko. 
Today the delegates of the Ivory Coast, the CAR and Chad were at the N'Sele 
presidential residence where the founding president received them. The 
Ivorian delegate handed over a special message to President Mobutu Sese Seko. 
After the audience the Ivorian delegate said they discussed bilateral 
relations between our two countries. He made the following statement: 


[Begin recording] We have come to represent our party at the Third Ordinary 
Congress of the MPR. My president gave me a message to convey to his brother 
and friend, which I have just done. (?During the audience) we examined the 
cooperation between Zaire and the Ivory Coast. 


[Question] How about Africam problems, in particular the tricky problems of 
the OAU with the two abortive attempts to hold the summit in Tripoli? 


[Answer] We did not bring up this problem. We only examined Zaire-Ivory 
Ceast problems. [End recording] 


The head of the Chadian delegation [words indistinct] in Tripoli, Mr Gouara 
Lassou, said that the Chadian people will be ready to fight back against the 
Libyan aggression. 


{Begin recording] [Lassou] What happened in Tripoli was a great success for 
us, the triumph of our cause because African countries showed that the OAU 

is not made up of individuals (?but of states). Our country is a founding 
member of the OAU. The attitude of the Libyan regime was not normal. That 
regime was also established through force, so the Libyan authorities have 

no lesson of legitimacy to give us. In fact we represent the profound 
aspirations of our people. You certainly heard about this: When 
al-Qadhdhafi's attitude was known, our people took to the streets to 

tell him that we cannot accept Tripoli's dictate. 


[Question] Mr Minister, the Chadian problem still remains a matter of concern

[Text] The fact is that water is a vital necessity for all living things 
worldwide. 





If trees, animals, etc. need water, so do humans, who are superior to animals. 
Therefore, recently in the auditorium of the headquarters of the ‘Regideso’ 
corporation in Lubumbashi, Shaba Province, a central committee of water vendors 
was appointed. The event was presided over by Mr Musasa, director of water 
vendors for the entire Lubumbashi area, in the presence of Mr Vemba Sala, 
deputy director of Regideso, handling government operations. 


We may recall that earlier before the appointments the committees installed in 
all the zones of Lubumbashi convened so the members could become better 
acquainted. 


Thus in every zone there is now a water vendors committee under the control of 
the central committee formed afterwards, 


Duties of the Committee Members 


Before the appointments were made, Mr Musasa info . ull those present of 
their four committee duties as follows: 


1) To support Regideso in searching out the best way to improve the sale of 
water to those responsible, especially advising water vendors about the impor- 
tance of using unpolluted water for drinking. For their part, water vendors 
should also advise people approaching the wells that they should acquire the 
habit of using unpolluted water to wash themselves and their families instead 
of continuing to use well water. 


2) To remind water vendors to pay their bills without the customary delays 
since that money is not only for Regideso, but for our government which can bor- 
row from major international banks to install water in buildings for drinking 
water vendors who lack sufficient capital. Hence, water vendors are asked to 
adhere to the price list. posted on the wall of each water vending building, 

and not charge even a penny more. 
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3) The members of the central committee are the middlemen between their fellow 
water vendors and Regideso, to submit the complaints of their colleagues to the 
company’s directors and also to inform them of the directors’ plans for their 
operations, as wel] as to learn about the complaints of water customers in 
those buildings. Also, those members should advise their colleagues about 
cleanliness around and upkeep of those buildings and their furnishings. 


4) The members should be acquainted with their fellow water vendors and make 
themselves known to them also. In that manner Regideso will be able to deter- 
mine each one's progress and the amount of water being sold by each and the 
fees to be turned over to the company each month. 


As a way of making progress, Mr Musasa said that the water vendors should, in 
fact, be pleasant and cheerful with their customers. As a result of his adher- 
ence to the company's guidelines, he could be fortunate enough to see one of 
his family members employed by Regideso in recognition of the water vendor's 
unstinting service, 


In addition, each zone committee was asked to hold seminars to advise people 
about the use of unpolluted drinking water available in those facilities in- 
stead of drinking well water that was germ laden. 


Appointment of Provincial Committee Members 


After the above points were discussed, the following were named as members of 
the water vendors' central committee: president--Mulanda Rupasa (Kampemba) ; 
vice president--Bilolo Mutshaudi (Kenya); secretary--Kanyonga Mwela (Raushi) ; 
and two advisors--Mutombo Mij (Katuba) and Nga Lumulume (Kenya). 


Afterwards, the members of the central committee were able to tour the water 
distribution installations in Raushi, Kasapa, and Kimilolo. 


Mr Vemba Sala, in turn, expressed his disappointment with water vendors who 
are reluctant to repay their debts to Regideso, in the following amounts: 
Katuba Z10,092.22K; Raushi Z10,163; Kampemba Z5,368.20; Kenya Z/91.20K. 


The central committee was asked to urge the debtors to pay their debts imme- 
diately.

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COMMENTARY URGES REGULATION OF RELIGION

{[AZAP commentary: "Religious Sects: Devotion or Shirking of Responsibi- 
lities?"] 


[Text] Kinshasa, 8 Dec (AZAP)--The specter of religiosity very recently 
began to haunt our cities and is provoking such a craze that one can no 
longer visit any corner of our capital without watching the hysterical 
spectacle presented by the numerous religious sects during their meetings 
or religious services. 


Is this praise to the "Lord" or merely an explosion of faith? Whatever it 
is, this religious effervescence astonishes all careful observers. During 
his important opening address to the Third Ordinary Congress of the party, 
the founding chairman himself noted, among other things, the proliferation 
of religious sects whose incomprehensible methods of worship are likely to 
counteract the action of production for the country's development. 


Far from promoting the birth and development of noble sentiments and many 
other positive values, the reality is quite different if we look at it more 
closely. To paraphrase the president of the republic, this phenomenon

[Text] Kinshasa, 9 Dec (AZAP)--Citizen Mobutu Sese Seko, founding chairman 
of the MPR and president of the republic, on Tuesday launched an appeal he 
considered "as a deliberate and permanent order to the youth of the MPR, 
especially its specialized branch--the body of Activists for the Defense of 
the Revolution (CADER)--to be vigilant everywhere in order to discourage the 
establishment in any form of propaganda groups among the Zairian youth." 

This appeal was launched on the occasion of the opening of the Third Ordinary 
Congress of the MPR. 


This appeal, which is the third of its kind launched this year by the founding 
chairman to the CADER and through this body to all the youth in the party, 
instantly reveals the importance that the father of the nation attaches to 

the activities of the CADER, which he has advised to "surpass itself by 
eliminating all marginal and doubtful elements whose activities are likely 

to slow down the pace of the revolution which must make our country a great 
Zaire, united, peaceful and prosperous." 





The intoxication and the formation of propaganda groups among the youth by 
certain forces constitute in effect the two evils which the CADER [words 
indistinct] activities on a large scale, because they represent a real danger 
for the future of the nation which the younger generation emulates. The proof 
is the student agitation which in the past few years has taken place periodi- 
cally in our universities and higher institutions to such a point that the 
supreme authorities of the country were forced to take the necessary sanctions. 


There is no time for laughing and distractions. Our country has some 
commitments toward its foreign partners which it must respect at all costs 
if it wants to be taken seriously. Today, more than yesterday, there is 
not time for joking and distractions; the country can no longer tolerate this 
type of irresponsible behavior at the head of a fringe of the students, 
behavior which is often rooted in the intoxication and the formation of 
propaganda groups by a few national turncoats and certain circles which have 
never forgiven Zaire for its spirit of independence, sovereignty and frank- 
ness in its relations with others. 
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The vigilant action of the CADER is therefore of prime importance because 

it is aimed at preventing this agitation by dismantling possible networks of 
intoxication and formation of propaganda groups among the students. The 
president's appeal calls on the youth of the MPR to develop and intensify 
this action with the view to shielding our youth from all these diabolical 
maneuvers. This appeal must also be considered as a permanent and deliberate 
order to student leaders at all levels to support the CADER action with an 
efficient framework and by providing it with objective and real information 
on the current management of the affairs of the student community. 


The Third Ordinary Congress of the MPR, which has been taking place in 
N'Sele since 6 December 1982, will no doubt examine the president's appeal

FOOD SELF-SUFFICIENCY POSSIBILITY 
Lubumbashi MJUMBE in French 18 Oct 82 pp l, 2 


[Text] Last Saturday the world celebrated World Food Day. On this occasion, 
several government leaders addressed messages to the people of their respec- 
tive countries. 


In Zaire, on the radio and television networks on Saturday night, Citizen 
Kamitatu Massamba, state commissioner for agriculture, rural development and 
environment, summed up the activities conducted by the Executive Counsil over 
the past 3 years to attain food self-sufficiency. It appears from this summary 
that the results are very encouraging. 


Cassava production reached a level of 13.542 million metric tons in 1982 as 
compared to 13.172 million metric tons in 1981 and 12.542 million in 1980. 


Corn production totaled 680,785 metric tons in 1982 as compared to 638,700 
metric tons in 1981 and 562,340 in 1980. 


Vegetable production was 557,805 metric tons in 1982 as compared to 538,200 
metric tons the previous year and 522,300 metric tons in 1980. Ground nut 

production was 339,500 metric tons in 1980; 47,347 metric tons in 1981 and 

357,670 metric tons in 1982. 


The Department of Agriculture, Rural Development and Environment has prepared 
and made public a plan for agricultural recovery in order to maintain this 
rate of production. 


It was during the meeting of the World Bank Advisory Group held in Paris in 
1977 that it was decided to form a special work group on agriculture in Zaire. 


In March 1978, the dialogue between this subgroup and the Executive Council 
initiated a document in Kinshasa that was to be called the "plan for 
agricultural recovery."" The document was to define the agricultural policy 
to be followed from 1982 to 1984 in regard to both the strategy and the 
program to be conducted by the Executive Council in order to support the 
national effort in agricultural production. 


From 21 to 24 June 1981, a meeting of the advisory subgroup of the World Bank 
on agriculture was held in Paris, during which Zaire, represented by the head 
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of the Department of Agriculture, Rural Development and Environment, summed up 
the program's progress. 


The final plan adopted on this occasion has the advantage of creating a 
general framework as a guideline for the activities that the Executive Council 
undertakes. It defines agricultural priorities. The choices clearly indicate 
a political aim: to adhere strictly to an increasingly stringent control of 
the agricultural sector, following the plan's requirements as closely as 
possible taking local conditions into consideration. 


In the end, the 1982-1984 Plan for Agricultural Recovery constitutes a point 
of departure for defining a large scale agricultural policy in Zaire and 
following up the coordinated agricultural activities which have been planned, 
recorded and approved by the Executive Council. Implementation of the plan 
will cost 380 million Zaires, most of it in currency. 


The success of the 1982-1984 plan will enable Zaire to cover its chronic food 
shortages in 1984: 157,435 metric tons of corn and 166,354 metric tons of 
wheat in 1980. At the same time, this success will enable the country to 
devote its currency resources to other sectors of the national economy. 


The celebration of World Food Day on Saturday was notable for its use of the 
slogan: "Food First." 


According to the FAO information bulletin distributed to the press, the UN 
Fund for Food and Agriculture wants to attain two goals this year: to 
prepare for rural activities and to make sure that children in particular 
and youth in general are well aware of what food and nutrition mean. 


The document points out that the slogan "Food First" demonstrates the need to 
give agriculture top priority in development policies and plans on the national 
as well as the international level. 


This year, in order for World Food Day to indeed inspire a greater awareness 
of what is being done or should be done in the areas of food, nutrition and 
agriculture, local activities will be organized throughout the world, 
especially conferences, student competitions, exhibits and visits to projects 
supported by the FAO. 


These activities should result in a real recognition on the part of the public 
of the crucial role the agricultural sector piays in national development. 


They should secure the participation of rural women's and youth organizations, 
agricultural training institutions and all those who have decisionmaking 
responsibility in as many countries as possible. 


The FAO information bulletin reminds us that on 16 October last year, poor 
and rich nations and urban and rural populations focused their attention on 
the struggle against hunger, malnutrition and poverty. 


It maintains that the challenge today consists of persevering on this course 
based on the experience acquired. 


This year, the celebration was preceded by a 2-day conference organized in 
Rome and devoted to world food problems and food self-sufficiency.

PRIME Minister Mundia yesterday assured ROP that 


everything possible would be done to ensure that 


the company was allocated the K320,000 in foreign 
exchange to complete its expansion programme. 


Mr Mundia gave the assur- 
ance when he toured the 
company’s premises in 
Lusaka. 

He was closely watching the 
operations situation at ROP 
because the nation attached 
great importance to _ its 
operations because it pro- 
duced essentia! goods. 

‘‘Apart from manufacturing 
commodities like cooking 
oil and detergents, you pro- 
duce others like stockfeed 
which is essential for our 
agricultural industry."’ Mr 
Mundia told the workers 
who included ROP general 
manager Mr Constantine 
Chimanja. 

The Government would like to 
see ROP complete its 
expansion programme as 
soon as possible so that the 
nation could be self-reliant 
and possibly export the 
surplus. 

It was for these reasons 
that the Government would 
‘try its best’’ to find the 
K320.000 which the com- 
pany needed for its pro- 
gramme. 

The Prime Minister appealed 
to the public not to be 
alarmed if they noticed 
some changes in the colour 
of certain commodities 
manufactured by ROP. 

In certain cases, the com- 
pany was using local 
materials in its production 
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processes. which ied to 
slight changes in the ap- 
pearance of certain pro- 
ducts. 


Mr Mundia. holding a tablet 
of ‘‘Ebu’” soap. as an 
example. said consumers 
would notice that the com- 
modity’s colour was now 
darker than the original one. 


*“This is because ROP is 


using a local materjal in 
the production of the soap 
and the case may apply to 
other products; so we should 
all understand this."' 

He praised the company for 
using local materials and 
said this was what the

The House has asked the Pre-

sident to decree that chiefs 
should sit on district, pro- 
vincial and national councils 
while ‘“‘necessary amend- 
ments’’ to the Act were 
being awaited. 


Speaking during yesterday's 


opening of the House of 
Chiefs by Dr Kaunda, 
chairman of the House of 
Chiets, Chief Bright Nalu- 
bamba said under the pre- 
sent arrangement the parti- 
cipation of the House in the 
implementation of the Act 
was negligible. 


‘‘We wish ta express our un- 


happiness to the Party and 
its Government for having 
left this August House un- 
contacted during the con- 
ception of the Local Govern- 
ment Administration Act." 


He recommended that the 


necessary amendments to 
the Act be made during the 
next Party conference to 
enable chiefs, like Members 
of Parliament, to sit on dis- 
trict, provincial and national 
councils. 


By their exclusion chiets were 


missing ‘‘a great deal’’ and 
if by so complaining they 
should fall under the cate- 
gory of dangerous critics of 
Party programmes this was 
not their intention. 


‘*We are only unhappy about 


this because of our desire to 
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be counted participants in 
the building of this nation.”’ 


President Kaunda said he did 


not know whether he had 
the. power to pass a decree 
to enable chiefs to sit on the 
councils. 


But he promised to consult 


legal advisor to the Party 


and the Attorney-General to 
~. seeif Re could-take such a 


. step. 
He could not consider the 


chiefs dangerous critics as 

- their complaint was a con- 
structive one and promised 
that the matter would soon 
be followed up. 


During his speech Chief Nalu- 


bamba reiterated an earlier 
appeal for the establishment 
of a permanent secretary for 
the House to make it more 
efficient and effective. 


Traditional 


Such a move would bring the 


House much closer to State 
House to avail the President 
of traditional advice. 


The House advised the Gov- 


ernment to select model 
villages and sections in 
which scientific socialism 
could be expenmented be- 
fore being implemented at a 
national level. 


Chief Nalubamba said the 


House felt that scientific 
socialism could be more and 
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better facilitated by practi- 
cal application rather than 
by a series of theoretical 
exercises in schools. 

In this way it would be easier 
to see what benefits could 
be derived from the applica- 
tion of the system and if it 
was successful it could 
easily spread to other villa- 
ges and sections. 

The House suggested that 
collection of Party member- 
ship fees should be made at 
the source through coope- 
ratives or labour movements 
to increase revenue and cut 
down on misappropriation 
of Paty funds. 

Chief Nalubamba complained 
of poor transport given to 
chiefs whenever they attend- 
ed sessions of the House. 

Vehicles made available for 
them were mechanically 
unfit and dangerous. 

‘*For instance at the last 
opening of Parliament we 
were given a bus which, to 
say the least, was very dirty 
and in a deplorable state. 
To add insult to injury it 
bore the inscription ‘Lu- 
saka City Council’ which 
might have given the impres- 
sion that we were council 
workers coming to clean 
Parliament grounds. That 
was a bit embarrassing to

INDISCIPLINE RIDING HIGH

MORE than K9.5 ‘million was 
unconstitutionally spent by the 
Government last year, chair- 
man of the Public Accounts 
Committee and Matero MP 
Mr Francis Nkhoma said in 
Parliament yesterday. 

Tabling the committee’s 
report he said the illegal ex- 
penditure had come at a time 
when there were indications 
that financial indiscipline was 
riding high in Government and 
there was laxity in the control 
of funds. 

Among the worst culprits 
were Cabinet Office where top 
officers had availed themselves 
of advances and had not 
surrendered imprest. 

Mr Nkhoma said during the 
year under review there was an 
excess expenditure of 
K9,553,249 compared with the 
unauthorised expenditure of 
K 1,891,501 the previous year. 

This was a serious infringe- 
ment of Parliament authority 
and therefore punishable. The 
Ministry of Finance was partly 
to blame for the situation, he 
said. 

While some controlling offi- 
cers had made realistic esti- 
mates these had in some 


instances been considerably cut . 


and the end result had been 
unconstitutional expenditure. 

‘it is incumbent, Mr 
Speaker, Sir, on the Ministry 
of Finance to adopt a realistic 
attitude in the allocation of 
funds if we have to do away 
with the recurrence of un- 
constitutional expenditure,” 
said Mr Nkhoma. 

Mr Nkhoma said large 
amounts of income tax, sales 
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tax, fines and other licence fees 
known to exist had not been 
collected. ‘‘I ask the Govern- 
ment to give serious considera- 
tion to this matir, as the time 
may not be too far distant 
when our revenues will com- 
pletely dry up’’. 

The committee had also not 
been impressed with the effec- 
tiveness of supervisory staff 
whose qualifications were 
questionable. Of particular 
concern to the committee had 


@ The weakness in internal 
control systems was manifest 
in the apparent increase in the 
payments in advance of 
receipts of supplies and 
services rendered; 

@ Delays in affecting reco- 
veries of staff or personal 
advances; 

@ Payment on the basis of 
proforma invoices; 

@ Non-retirement of imprest 
and; 

@ Infringement of tender pro- 
cedures and unsettled bills for 
supplies and services rendered. 


The committee had been 
‘‘saddened’’ that it had 
become normal to retire special 
imprest in instalments. He said 
it had facts that a number of 
top officers were involved in 
the scandal. 

Mr Nkhoma said the 
Finance Ministry shouid con- 
sider charging interest on 
unretired special interest as a 
punitive measure to discourage 
abuse of these provisions. 


Referring to cases of finan- 
cial indiscipline, Mr Nkhoma 
said it had found that a sum of 
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K 1,265,676 spent on wages had 
been inadequately vouched for 
through negligence and ineffi- 
ciency. 

In the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, the committee found 
that a total of K352,252 in 
payment was effected to a 
contractor although the pro- 
jects he had undertaken were 
not complete. 


The amount was in excess 
expenditure of K44,769. 

Seconding the motion, Bwe- 
enga MP Mr Rex Natalia 
said there had been instances 
when the committee had dis- 
covered irregularities in the use 
of funds by the- Zambia 
National Service. 


The committee had establi- 
shed that cash from the sale of 
Orbit magazine had been 
pocketed by some teachers. 

The report was adopted 
after a heated debate.

'LETTER' ON MILINGO CASE RAPPED 


‘Letter Compounds Contradictions'

BELATEDLY the ‘‘air has now been cleared’’ 
over the Milingo saga. The eight-member Epis- 
copal conference of Catholic bishops in Zambia . 
have released a seven-page printed ‘‘letter’’ in 
booklet form to put across their side of the 
unhappy case. 

The ‘‘letter’’ is expected to be read throughout 
Roman Catholic Churches in Zambia at today’s 
services. It describes the events around the recall 
‘to Rome of Archbishop Milingo as the bishops 
view them. 

After a lengthy explanation of why the bishops had 
not spoken until now the ‘‘letter’’ makes a pas- 
sioned plea to all Catholics in Zambia and others 
concerned for restraint, love, and unity. 

At the height of the Milingo controversy last 
October our sister paper, the TIMES of ZAM- 
BIA, was accused by Archbishop Elias Mutale, 
now the apostolic administrator of Lusaka, of 
being ‘‘enemy number one’’ of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

The unwarranted charge was made after the paper 
had faithfully been repor.ing the unfolding saga 
around Milingo’s recall to Rome and what other 
church leaders and the foreign Press were saying 
and doing about it. It did not seek to destroy. 

Rather the paper challenged the bishops ‘‘to come 
out with the truth, once and for all’’ to enable 
the Milingo dust to settle and not ‘‘let it turn into 
an unfortunate whirl-wind’’ against church 
unity. , 

But the bishops ‘“‘letter’’ explaining everything 
appears to gloss over the real issues. It is an 
improvisation conjured up by the church of- 
ttcials and embraced with more gratitude than 
conviction by the ultimate church leadership in 
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Zambia. 


The ‘‘letter’’ is neither persuasive nor conclusive. 
It covered only a fraction of the metastatic 
spread of the Milingo saga. It is difficult to come 
away from the ‘‘letter’’ without the impression 
that the bishops reacted to their greatest crisis by 
withdrawing from it. It compounds the contra- 


dictions. 


Belatedly as it has been made one would have ex- 
pected the letter to reveal bedrock and not mere- 
ly showing shifting sands. Anyway we shall leave 
it there and hope that all will end well.

In a Press statement issued on December 3, the ZCCM said the company was in 
the process of recruiting specialist hoist maintenace personnel. 


Yesterday the spokesman said there were no Zambian specialist hoist mainten- 
ance personnel who could fill the 12 posts now vacant although the training 
of Zambians was continuing. 


"The work involves shaft and hoist maintenance and rehabilitation, compliance 
and dynamic testing as well as hardware inspections and impinges directly on 
mine safety."

The new measures cover per- 
sonnel, administration, 
technical, purchasing and 
stores departments. 

The circular reads in part: 
**Savings in personnel will be 
achieved with the freezing of 
salary incrgases for all ex- 
patriates. and Zambian 
employees of superintendent 
status and above until further 
notice. Other Zambian senior 
staff may get a salary review, 
depending on performance and 
provisions of the collective 
agreement between the com- 
pany and the Mineworkers 
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Union of Zambia (MUZ).~ ~ 
‘“*As it is not the company’s 
intention to declare employees 
redundant, a detailed pro- 
gramme will be worked out for — 
the redeployment of workers 
from one function to another. 
‘*There will be a consider- 
able reduction in the cost of 
township maintenance and 
rationalisation of the education 
and training facilities with a 
view to reducing costs. but 
this will be done without 
jeopardising Zambianisation. 

‘“‘In administration savings 
will be made on rental charges, 
by expediting the transfer of 
company activities from Kafue 
House in Lusaka and 
Mpelembe in Ndola and a 
reduction in office running 
costs like stationery, printing, 
telephones and telexes. 

“Savings in purchasing and 
stores will be achieved by bet- 
ter control in the use of stores, 
review of the existing local pur- 
chase orders procedures to 
avoid over-buying, make pur- 
chases from the cheapest 
sources wherever possible and 
the reduction in the number of 
buffer stores and other stock 
holding points with a view to 
achieving reduction in the cost 
Of stores. 

‘In the technical depart- 
ment the company will employ 
bettc utilisation of existing 
facilities and establishment of 
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additional foundries/work- 
shops. This it is hoped, will 
alleviate the acute shortage of 
manufactured items and spares 
most of which are imported 
and for which foreign ex- 
change is required.”’ 

Other measures are, tighter 
control in the receipt and use 
of fuels and lubricants, in- 
creased use of reconditioned 
equipment, including more 
retreading of tyres and engine 
servicing and the improved | 
welding techniques to facilitate | 
the rehabilitation of used | 
lubricants. | 


“It is hoped that if these | 
measures and those announced 
earlier are fully implemented, 
the company’s financial posi- 
tion will improve and will en- | 
sure job security,’’ adds the 
circular. 

MUZ chairman, Mr Timothy 
Walamba said he would com- 
ment on the new measures 
when he addresses the last 
MUZ supreme council meeting 
later this month.

OUT of K140 million to be

This was said by a Zambia 
Consolidated Copper Mines 
spokesman in reaction to a 
report published in this 
paper on November 24 
under the headline ‘‘UK 
cashes in on mine job—

tender.” 

The report, based on one in 
the British Export Times 
headlined ‘‘ZES set to spend 
at least K60 million in 
Britain’’ made no mention 
of how much of the work is 
going to be given to Zam- 
bian manufacturers. 

The report said that out of 
K280 million orders worth 
at least K120 million would 
be placed with British com- 
panies. 

Yesterday the spokesman clari- 
fied the report and said 
K280 million was ‘‘actually’”’ 
K278.5 million and includes 
not only the tailings leach 
plant but expansion of the 
Ndola Lime Company and 
modifications at Ndola Cop- 
per Refinery for which 
K 37.5 million is allowed. 


Of the remaining K241 million 


interest, loan charges and - 


working capital are estimat- 
ed to absorb K79 million and 
a further K22 million is 
allowed for inflation during 
the course of construction. 

‘It is therefore estimated that 
at March 1982 values, the 
amount to be spent at 
Nchanga is K140 million. Of 
this K58 million is expected 
to be spent locally,’’ said the 
spokesman. 

Of the local element about 
K3 million will be spent on 
equipment such as rubber 
linings of tanks, vessels and 
piping, electric cables and 
control gear: K31 million on 
site contracts, including 
most of the civil, mechanical 
and electrical engineering 
work. Local freight, trans- 
port, and duty will absorb 
the remainder. 

In principle, Zambian compa- 
nies will be employed where 
prices and deliveries are 
competitive, he said. 

‘*Equipmeni and material that 
cannot be supplied locally 
will be bought abroad. Con- 
ditions attached to some 
loans mean we have to buy 
from Britain and EEC coun- 
tries."" 

Commenting on the original 
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report in the Export Times, 
a Zambian manufacturer 
said: ‘‘One wonders how 
much of the work will come 
to Zambian manufacturers. 

*‘Our local manufacturers are 
desperately short of foreign 
exchange and therefore of 
raw materitals and compo- 
nents. 

‘Those of us who have men- 
tioned this problem to the 
buyers at Zambia Engineer- 
ing Services (ZES—a ZCCM 

. agency) have received the re- 
action: ‘That’s no concern 
of yours’. 

**The impression given is that 
this is an EEC loan to be 
spent as fac as possible in 
EEC countries. Is there no 
way in which we can prod 
the Government and ZCCM 
into acting to ensure that 
some of the orders come to 
Zambia to create jobs for 
Zambians?’’ he asked. 

The report in the Export 
Times says that credit of 
K68 million has been ex- 
tended by Britain because of 
the crucial importance of the 
project to Zambia. When 
compieted the Nchanga 
plant will, it is hoped, pro- 
duce low cost copper at less 
than K!,200 a tonne from 
stockpiled mine tailings. 
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THE mining industry 


contributed ‘‘practically 


nothing’’ to Government revenue last year while its 
heavy borrowing from the banking system reduced 
resources for lending to other sectors, says the Deve- 
lopment Bank of Zambia 1982 annual report released

The report says under the 
impact of woridwide recession, 
the mining sector saw an 
overall decline of 11.8 per cent 
in real terms and the fall was 
attributed to low production 
and prices for copper and 
cobalt.

The report confirms that the 
Development Bank of Zambia

THE Bank of Zambia has announced further tough 
measures aimed at conserving foreign exchange. 


It has tightened regulations 
governing the issue of air 
tickets to passengers travel- 
ling abroad. 

The move has prompted 
airlines and travel agents 
represented in Zambia to sus- 
pend ticket sales until a 
clarification is made by the 
central.bank. 

The bank has ordered that 
no booking should be allowed 
without its approval. These 
measures would ensure that 
intended travellers did not 
obtain foreign exchange illeg- 
allv. 

This would ensure that air- 
lines account for funds ac- 
cumulated in Zambia. 

The measures are contained 
in a number of circulars signed 
bv the Bank of Zambia 
general manager Mr Rudge 
Sakwanda and addressed to 
airlines and travel agents. and 
in some cases. copied to 
commercial banks for immedi- 
ate implementation. 

The bank has introduced a 
new application form to be 
filled by the intending travel- 
lers. 

A Zambia Airways spokes- 
man confirmed receiving the 
instructions. 

Commenting on the new 
regulations chairman of the 
hoard of airlines representa- 
tives. Mr Frederick Ndeto said 
his members had met to dis- 
cuss the implications of the 
three circulars. 

“The board of airlines 
representatives and _ travel 
agents based in Zambia have 
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decided to suspend. with tm- 
mediate effect. sale and or 
issuing of their tickets in 
Zambia until clarification is 
sought from Bank of Zambia,"’ 
he said ir, a statement reteased 
last night. ; 

Another meeting would be 
held this morning with bank 
officials to seek clarification. 

Warning of heavy penalty if 
the regulations were not 
complied with the form, 
say airlines and travel agents 
were only authorised to sell 
transportation documents for 
travel outside in compliance 
with its instructions. 

In another circular ref: E.C. 
No. 19/82, Mr Sakwanda 
informs all airlines and travel 
agents that with immediate 
effect, in the case of cancel- 
lations or refund of passengers 
booked, they will advise the 
bank’s exchange control in 
writing within a week. 

Another circular ref: E.C. 
letter No. 18/82 Mr Sakwanda 
Says airlines and travel agents 
that consequent to the suspen- 
sion of holiday travel allow- 
ance it has been decided to 
regulate the sale of airline 
tickets and miscellaneous 
charges orders (MCO’s) for 
international travel. 

This has necessitated the 
introduction of a form at (air 
travel) for all persons travell- 
ing abroad from Zambia so 
that all airlines will have to 
account for funds accumulat- 
ing locally more in a simple 
and straightforward manner 
than had been the case so far. 
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‘Therefore, no air booking 
should be made in future 
unless either a person has ob- 
tained the ‘‘form at’’ approved 
by the Bank of Zambia, or has 
been issued with foreign ex- 
change by an authorised dealer 
for his/her travel abroad under 
a specific permit issued by the 
Bank of Zambia for approved 
Visit. 

The circular says the objec- 
tive is to ensure that persons 
have either obtained foreign 
exchange from the .bank or 
have their expenses genuinely 
met by their close relatives or 
friends living abroad. 

‘*We reiterate that ‘‘form 
at’’ will have to be cOmpleted 
by all passengers travelling 
abroad, irrespective of whether 
the foreign exchange permit 
has been issued to them by the 
Bank of Zambia or not. 

‘*In either case, airlines are 
requested to submit the ‘‘form 
at’’ in triplicate to the Bank of 
Zambia exchange control 
authorities prior to approval’’. 

After approval the original 
copy will be retained by the 
bank and the duplicate will go 
to the airline. 

When the airline issues a 
ticket, the bottom right tear- 
off portion carrying the 
exchange control reference 
number must be detached and 
securely pinned to the ticket. 

This is the testimony to any 
interested authority such as the 
customs to the effect that the 
ticket has been regularly ob- 
tained.

CREDIT CONCLUDED WITH ZAMBIAN IMPORTERS TO LAPSE BY YEAR'S END

We write to advise that 
all credit lines concluded 
with Zambian importers and 

roved by us will be con- 
dient as lapsed on Dec- 
ember 31 1982. 

“The Bank of Zambia, Is 
however, prepared to review 
and re-examine some of 
those credit lines and in 
this connection, you are 
advised to resubmit your 
request by not later than 
Nevember 30 1982 if you 
wish your agreement to be 
considered for renewal.’' 

The circular which has 
just been released, added: 
‘In this connection your 
request must be accompani- 
ed by the following doay- 
ments from your suppliers 
or financing houses: 

@A draft agreement in- 
corporating the terms and 
conditions of the facility; 

@A letter of confirmation or 
support from their bankers 
that they are willing to assist 
them in financing of imports 
into Zambia; 

@ Audited balance sheets 
for the past two years; 

@A record of their pre- 
vious experience in the 
financing of imports to coun- 
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tries other than Zambia."’ 

The circular has been 
criticiaed by importers who 
feel their relations with 
their suppliers would be 
jeopardised. 

One importer is Kitwe- 
based industrialist Mr Murry 
Sandeson who sisted that 
suppliers were persuaded to 
give credit to Zambian 
importers on the strength of 
an assurance fron the central 
bank that the proceeds of 
their 180 day bill would be 
remitted on time. 

*‘Not only has the Bank of 
Zambia falied to honour this 
assurance because funds 
from 180 day bills which 
matured in May and June 
have yet to be remitted. 

‘*The bank is now adding 
insult to injury by requiring 
overseas suppliers to provide 
us, the defaulting debtor, 
with evidence that their 
financial standing is ade- 
quate to qualify them for 
the privilege of continuing 
to supply us. 

‘This sort of letter takes 
one’s breath away. The 
writer seems to have given 
no thought to the likely re- 
action of Zambia's long- 
suffering creditors, for whom 
this insalt will in many 
cases be the last straw.

On Saturday, former Mku- 
shi district council messenger, 
headman Francis Musonda 
died when an army truck 


carrying the first batch of © 
150 bags of mealie meal to the 


area plunged down the 
Mchinga Escarpment. 


Two other fassengers were 


rushed to Mkushi Rural Health 
Centre with serious injuries. 
The accident occurred 160 km 
from Mkushi boma. ; 

One of the passengers Mr 
John Chola, a senior mes- 
senger at the council, said the 
accident took place at 16.00 
hours just after climbing the 
escarpment. 

“One of the wheels of the 
truck hit a big stone causing 

€ truck to career oft the 
road. Itrolled down, scattering 
the passengers and the 
bags of mealie meal,’’ he said. 

Mr Chola said he recovered 
from where he had been 
thrown and checked on his 
friends, a corporal Mwelwa 
ard a Mr Sipetwa. He found 
Mr Musonda already dead. 

Mr Chola lifted the two 
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injured men and took them to 
the late Mr Musonda’s village 
which was nearby. He was 
assisted by villagers and 
missionaries from Chingombe 
Mission who later drove the 
injured - to Mkushi tural 
health centre . 


The accident was confirmed 
by Mkushi police who said the 
body of Mr Musonda could 
not be retrieved because there 
was not suitable transport -to 
reach the area. 


It was feared the body might 
be eaten up by wild animals 
unless it was removed quickly 
from the scene of the accident. 


Famine has struck the whole 
of Luano Valley from chiefs 
Chembe, Mbosha and Senior 
Chief Mboroma. The crisis is 
mainly attributed to the area's 
geographical position and last 
year’s poor rainfall. 

About 300 villagers live in 
the area. 


The Times team which 
visited the area found villagers 
surviving on wild roots called 
‘‘misepo’’, taking from five 
to six hours to cook to remove 
poisonous matter. 

The newsmen had to donate 
a 50 kg bag of mealie meal and 
two packets of salt to some of 
the starving villagers.

DUTCH TO TRAIN FIFTY WORKERS FOR AZ 
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{Text] 
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THE Dutch national air- 
line is sponsoring about 50 
Air Zimbabwe workers to 
train in technical and 
mechanical lelds, Hol- 
land's Ambassador to 
Zimbabwe, Mr Abraham 
Louis Schneiders, has said. 

He told the Herald that 
Zimbabwe would benefit 
from the technical train- 
ing programmes _ spon- 
sored by the Royal Dutch 
Airlines, KLM. 

“We sponsored a re- 
fresher course for the 
mechanical and technical 
staff. This was attended 
by 18 people and we have 
now taken about 50 more 
for training. 

“The massive training 
programme will continue 
until Air Zimbabwe has 
achieved some degree of 
self-sufficiency,” he said. 

Other training schemes, 
like the Melfort women’s 
education centre for ex- 
combatants, were being 
carried out by non- 
zovernmenotal organ- 
isations from Holland. 

“Although the Dutch 
aid organisations operate 
independently, they get 
about 90 percent of their 
funds from the govern- 
ment. We support them 
throughout -their devel- 
opment and_ assistance 
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programmes because we 
are aware that they are 
intended to benefit many 
people,” said Mr 
Schneiders. 

“Our government is 
ready to send experts to 
work in Zimbabwe, mainly 
in agriculture, {ff it is 
requested to do so. The 
Zimbabwe Government 
will only pay them basic 
salaries and we will pay 
them an additional al- 
lowance to make the con- 
ditions more attractive.” 

Other forms of Dutch 
assistance to Zimbabwe 
were soil survey equip- 
ment given to the univer- 
sity, powdered milk 
recombining equipment, 
feitiliser and other de- 
velopment projects. 

Relations between Hol- 
land and the Zimbabwean 
Government started dur- 
ing the liberation 
struggle. 

‘When I was appointed 
to this country as ambas- 
sador about two weeks 
ago, I saw my immediate 
task as being one of help- 
ing the two countries de- 
velop and indeed tiie en- 
tire SADCC region,” said 
Mr Schneiders. 

Holland would always 
stand by Zimbabwe and 
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other African countries 
against the apartheid 
policies of the Pretoria 
regime. 

“The hideous policy of 
racial segregation and dis- 
crimination is contrary to 
the principle of equal 
rights for all human 
beings enshrined in the 
Charter of the United Na- 


tions and the Universal 
Declaration of Human 
Rights. 

“The refusal of the 
South African government 
to abolish apartheid con- 
tinues to stir up deep con- 
cern, indignation and 
anger -n my country,” he 
said. 

The proposals for con- 
stitutional reform in 
South Africa ignored the 
aspirations of the major- 
ity of the people and fell 
far short of the profound 
and fundamental changes 
the Dutch government 
considered imperative. 

“We wiil continue to 
stand by the efforts of the 
international community 
to solve the problems in 
South Africa and 
Namibia. Just as we did in 
Zimbabwe, we are also 
supporting the liberation 


movements fighting for 
independence in these two 
countries.”

MENTAL ILLNESS--BULAWAYO--BETWEEN 10 000 and 12 000 Zimbabweans are mentally 
ill at any one time and the majority of those admitted to mental hospitals 
suffer from schizophrenia, the Deputy Secretary for Psychiatric Services, Dr 
Doris Hollander, said here yesterday. Dr Hollander, who is attending a two- 
day seminar on schizophrenia at Ingutsheni Hospital, said about one person in 
every 100 is likely to suffer from the illness, which usually attacks people 
in the 15 to 30 age group. A consultant at the hospital, Dr J. W. Vermeulen, 
talked on the sedation of schizophrenic patients. He said the symptoms of the 
condition were initial thought disorder, then loss of contact with reality 
followed by the hearing of sounds other could not hear, and seeing what oth- 
ers could not see. This was followed by social withdrawal which meant inabil- 
ity to communicate with others. About 25 percent of schizophrenics got better 
even without treatment, 25 percent never improved and 50 percent suffered 
recurrent attacks. There was no cure for the illness, but only control of its 
symptoms. The most widely used sedative was a drug called Chlorpromazine. A 
psychiatric community nurse, Cde Davidson Ntini, who operates in the whole of 
Matabeleland, said there has been 146 re-admissions of mental patients to In- 
gutsheni in September, the highest number tobe recorded. Among the factors 
which probably cause discharged petients to relapse into schizophrenia were 
the failure to apply maintenance medication and to attend reviews prescribed 
on discharge, unstable environments and poor food. The symposium is being at- 
tended by medical superintendents and doctors from several parts of the coun- 
try, as well as trainee psychiatrists and nurses.

COURTS MARTIAL--BULAWAYO--ADMINISTRATIVE arrangements, which will enable 
courts martial to try all army deserters, dissidents and armed bandits, are 
being completed, a senior Defence Ministry official said yesterday. He had 
been asked to explain why civilian courts in Bulawayo were still hearing 
several cases of army deserters, dissidents and bandits who had committed 
serious offences. In September, the Prime Minister, Cde Robert Mugabe, told 
Parliament that the Government was introducing courts martial to deal "quick- 
ly and firmly" with these criminals. The ministry official said the admini- 
strative problems stemmed from the fact that deserters, bandits and dissi- 
dents, who were apprehended by the police, were sent to civilian courts. 
There had been no provision for the police to send such people to the army 
for them to be dealt with by the courts martial. "The administrative machin- 
ery is being streamlined," the official said. "Things should start moving 
pretty soon."
